G.S.R. 918(E) :—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Consti¬ 
tution, the President hereby makes tire following 
rules, further to amend, the Indian Railway Person¬ 
nel Service Recruitment Rules, 1975, namely :— 

1. (i) These rules may be railed the Indian 
Railway Personnel Service Recruitment (.Amend¬ 
ment) Rides, 1988, 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date ol 
their publication in the official gazette. 

2. In the Indian Railway Personnel Service Re¬ 
cruitment Rules, 1975, — 

(i) for the entry under rule 8(1) (a), the follow¬ 
ing shall be substituted namely :— 

"Senior Administrative Grade — Chief Person¬ 
nel Officer-all vacancies of Chief Personnel 
officers shall be filled by selection on 
merit from the officers of Indian Railway 
Personnel Service with eight years 1 regular 
service in Junior Administrative Grad? (in¬ 
cluding the service, if any, in the non-func¬ 
tional selection grade) or seventeen years’ 
regular service in Group *A* posts out of 
which at least four years* regular service 
should be in Junior Administrative Grade.” 
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(ii) tor the entry under ruJe 8(1) (b), the follow- 
fug shall be incorporated namely 

"Selection .Grade (non-functional) .—an office) 
appointed to the Junior Administrative 
grade will be eligible to be considered for 
the selection grade (non-functional in the 
scale of Rs. 4500-5700) by seniority based 
on suitability, taking into account overall 
performance, experience and other related 
matter subject to the prescribed strength 
of the selection grade (non-functional) not 
being exceeded and a ho provided that no 
Member of the service shall he eligible I or 
this grade until he has entered the four¬ 
teenth years of service on the First of 
July of the year calculated from the 
year of examination on the basis of which 
the member was recruited."

ft (1) (d) shall be re-numbered as rules B(l)(c), 
ft (I) (d), B(l)(e)> respectively. 

(iv) for tlic entries under Schedule 1, the follow¬ 
ing entries shall be substituted namely 

“The Indian Railway Personnel Service shall 
consist of the following grades of posts 
with the scales of pay shown against 
them 

(i) Senior Administrative Grade.—Senior Admi¬ 
nistrative Grade includes posts of Chief Person¬ 
nel Officers in the .scale of Rs, 5900-200-6700, 

(ii) Selection Grade (non-functional) -—In the 
scale of Rs. 4500-150-5700. 

(iii) Junior Administrative Grade.—Junior Ad¬ 
ministrative Grade includes the posts of Deputy 
Chief Personnel Officer or Senior Divisional Person¬ 
nel Officer in the scale of Rs. 3700-125-4700-1500- 
5000. 

(iv) Senior Scale,—Senior Scale includes posts 
of Senior Personnel Officer or Divisional Personnel 
Officer in the scale of Rs. 3000-100-3500-125-4500 

(v) Junior Scale,—Junior Scale includes posts 
of Assistant Personnel Officer in the scale of 
Rs. 2200-75-2800-EB-100-4000.
